Types of projects to receive priority in 1975 


Although each program funds different 
types of projects in the context of their 
particular responsibility, each program will 
give priority to the following: 


e projects involving the ‘doubly disadvan- 
taged’ such as native women, immigrant 
women, ethnic women, rural women, 
young women, low-income women; 


e projects designed to increase public 
awareness of the changing role of women, 
for instance, educational and cultural proj- 
ects; 


¢ projects with a potential for lasting 
impact whose effects will be felt after Inter- 
national Women’s Year, and whose long- 
term impact will affect large numbers of 
citizens; 


e projects designed to affect decision-mak- 
ers and to effect changes in the status of 
women in social, economic and _ political 
structures; 


e projects designed to develop resources for 
women’s groups, such as training programs, 
information and educational material; 


¢ pilot projects designed to experiment with 
innovative approaches to specific problems 
related to the status of women. 


Women's Program 


The long-term goal of the Women’s Pro- 
gram is to encourage the development of 
a society in which the full potential of wom- 
en as citizens is recognized and utilized. 


As part of its activities, it provides funding 
to women’s groups to: 

e increase the ability of women to partic- 
ipate in all aspects of society; 

e assist women in bringing about political 
and institutional change related to the sta- 
tus of women. 


For International Women’s Year 


Projects will be funded according to the 
goals of the Women’s Program and the 
priorities previously stated. 


The Women’s Program is also planning and 
co-ordinating special departmental activities 
for International Women’s Year, including 
a series of seminars dealing with various 
problem areas related to the status of 
women and a variety of cultural activities 
to promote and develop the cultural expres- 
sion of women in Canadian society. For 
more information about these special activ- 
ities, contact the nearest regional office or 
write directly to the Women’s Program, 
Department of the Secretary of State, 130 
Slater Street, Ottawa, Ontario K1A OMS. 


Native Citizens Program 


The aim of this program is to assist the 
native people of Canada to define and 
achieve their place in Canadian society by 
providing them with the necessary resources 
to identify their needs, and to actively pur- 
sue the realization of their goals. 


Grants are available to Status Indian, Métis, 
Non-Status Indian and Inuit associations for 
the following types of activities: 

° core-funding of associations; 

® projects for native youth; 

© projects for native women; 

¢ cultural activities; 

e core-funding of friendship centres. 


For International Women’s Year 


Funds will be available to groups of Status 
Indian women, Métis women, Non-Status 
Indian women and Inuit women to under- 
take projects which relate to the interests, 
problems, and activities of native women. 


Multiculturalism Program 


This program is designed to encourage the 
development of a society in which individ- 
uals and groups have an equal chance to 
develop and express their cultural identity 
as an integral part of Canadian life. 


Objectives of the program are to: 

e assist and promote the cultural heritage of 
the ethno-cultural groups of Canada; 

e assist members of all groups to remove 
and overcome barriers to full participation 
in all aspects of Canadian life; 

¢ promote national unity through creative 
encounter among all Canadians; 

e develop an understanding and an 
appreciation among members of Canada’s 
majority groups of the cultural diversity of 
Canada and the contributions of minority 
groups to Canadian life. 


For International Women’s Year 


Projects which relate to the particular ex- 
perience of women in ethno-cultural minor- 
ity groups of Canada will receive priority 
for funding. 


Official Language 
Minority Groups Program 


This program was established to foster the 
cultural development of both official- 
language minorities, and to promote better 
understanding between the two main lan- 
guage groups in Canada. 


To achieve these objectives, the program 
provides the following: 

¢ sustaining grants to provincial associa- 
tions; 

e grants for social animation projects to en- 
courage greater participation by language 
groups in their own socio-cultural develop- 
eaelaley 

e grants for cultural centres to reinforce and 
enrich the cultural heritage of official-lan- 
guage minority groups; 

¢ erants for cultural extension/exchanges 
to enable creative groups to travel through- 
out the country or the province; 

e grants for English—French relations to 
groups sponsoring projects designed to im- 
prove relations between the French- and 
English-speaking communities; 

e grants for international participation to 
official-language minority groups to enable 
them to send representatives to interna- 
tional study groups, seminars, training 
sessions; 

¢ grants for youth activities to encourage 
young people to participate in programs 
for French- and English-speaking cultural 
minorities; 

e grants for special and national projects 
that contribute to the breaking down of 
minority group isolation. 


For International Women’s Year 


Priority will be given to projects which 
attempt to involve the women of official- 
language minority groups in activities of the 
types described above and/or which focus 
on the special problems of women within 
the official-language minority groups. 


Citizens Participation Program 


Programs which come within the area of 
Citizens’ Participation will also place a pri- 
ority on International Women’s Year proj- 
ects during 1975. 


These programs seek to: 

e strengthen the voluntary sector to enable 
citizens to participate more fully in the deci- 
sions that affect the quality of their lives 
(groups may be provided with funds for 
projects which help them develop participa- 
tory skills); 

e further the development of Canadian sol- 
idarity, identity and increased participation 
through group travel (brochures are avail- 
able which describe the various activities 
eligible for funding); 

¢ develop a society in which all people in 
- Canada understand and enjoy human rights 
and fundamental freedoms (grants may be 
awarded to projects which educate the pub- 
lic about rights and freedoms issues, enable 
organizations to respond to these issues on 
behalf of citizens, and build an understand- 
ing of the root causes of rights and freedoms 
issues); 

* promote Canadian citizenship in all its 
aspects from the legal and formal process 
of naturalization to the wide realization of 
those commonly accepted bonds of heritage 
and collective values that tend to strengthen 
Canadian society. 


Preparation of Projects 


1. For information, technical assistance or 
help in developing project proposals, inter- 
ested groups should contact the nearest 
regional office of the Department of the 
Secretary of State. 


2. To qualify for an International Wom- 
en’s Year grant, projects should reflect the 
general objectives of the program concerned 
and should fulfill at least one of the 
priorities listed under “Projects”. 


3. Deadline for the completion of projects 
is December 31, 1975. It is therefore sug- 
gested that applications be submitted by 
June 1, 1975. 


4. Applications should be made at least 
two months in advance of the proposed 
starting date for the project.
